On July 23, 2011, at approximately 0150 hours, Deputy Anthony Duran, Employee 
A working Unit 692H, and Deputy BE Employee + working Unit 
670H, (assigned to Transit Services Bureau, TSB) were traveling westbound on Nordhoff 
Street in North Hills. As they approached Woodley Avenue, they stopped for a red light. 
Deputy ifififiattention was drawn to a red four door vehicle which had been traveling east 
on Nordhoff, and had also stopped for the red light at Woodley Avenue, in the left turn 
lane. 


Deputy Kuasa that the vehicle did not have a front license plate affixed to it, and 
did not have the turn signal on. When the traffic signal turned green, Deputy BANENE 
continued west, bypassed the red vehicle and conducted a U-turn. Deputy Duran followed 
behind Deputy The driver, and sole occupant of the red vehicle, later identified as 
Suspect Jason Terpstra, turned left, unto northbound Woodley Avenue. Deputies 

and Duran followed behind. 


Upon turning onto Woodley Avenue, Deputy MINI initiated a traffic stop of Suspect 
Terpstra’s vehicle. Suspect Terpstra came to a stop in front of the residence located at 
HEB Woodley Avenue. Deputy approached the driver's side of the vehicle, as 
Deputy Duran approached the passenger side. Deputy Hither contacted Suspect 
Terpstra. 


IABNote: Area and Neighborhood Maps of the location are included in this case 
book. See Exhibit E. 


Deputy Idirected Suspect Terpstra to turn off his vehicle, and he complied. He then 
asked Suspect Terpstra if the vehicle belonged to him, and if there was anything illegal 
inside the vehicle. Suspect Terpstra advised that the vehicle did belong to him, but did not 
answer Deputy, question about having anything illegal. Deputy Mija san asked 
the suspect, but the suspect would not answer him. Deputy Duran then opened the 
suspect's passenger side door, and positioned himself at the doorframe. 


$H2292862 
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Deputy asked the suspect if he possessed a valid driver's license, but the suspect 
again would not answer him. Deputy lopened the driver's side door, with the intent 
of directing the suspect to exit the vehicle. As Deputy positioned himself at the 
doorframe, the suspect turned the ignition switch, and turned the car back on. The suspect 
then shifted the vehicle into “drive,” reached over and took hold of Deputy Duran’s left 
wrist, and accelerated the vehicle forward. Fearing that he was going to be dragged by the 
vehicle, Deputy Duran jumped into the passenger seat, landing on his knees, facing the 
suspect. 


Suspect Terpstra accelerated the vehicle, and traveled north on Woodley Avenue. Deputy 

[EE initiated emergency radio traffic, ran back to his vehicle, and followed the suspect. 
Deputy Duran, having already drawn his firearm from the holster, pointed it at the suspect 
and ordered him to stop the vehicle. Suspect Terpstra immediately took hold of Deputy 
Duran’s firearm, with both hands, while continuously pressing the vehicle’s gas pedal. 
Suspect Terpstra then began pulling on Deputy Duran’s firearm, in an apparent attempt 
to take it away from Deputy Duran. 


Fearing the suspect was going to disarm him, Deputy Duran fired one round at Suspect 
Terpstra. However, due to Suspect Terpstra’s struggle for the weapon, the fired shot went 
through the roof of the suspect's vehicle. Suspect Terpstra continued pressing the gas 
pedal, causing the vehicle to travel north in an erratic fashion. The suspect also continued 
gripping Deputy Duran’s firearm with both hands. Deputy Duran attempted to fire his 
weapon several more times, but the weapon would not fire. Deputy Duran then began 
striking the suspect's face with the muzzle of the gun, but the suspect still would not let go 
of the firearm. 


IAB Note: It was later discovered that Deputy Duran’s firearm contained one 
empty casing. 


As the struggle continued inside the vehicle, the vehicle continued erratically north on 
Woodley Avenue. The suspect's vehicle then struck a white pickup truck which was 
parked on the east curb, in front of The vehicle continued north 
and struck a second vehicle in front of where it came to a stop. 


See 
Exhibits F and I. A sketch of the scene, containing an evidence 
legend, is also included. See Exhibit G. The distance between the 
location of the traffic stop, to where the suspect's vehicle collided with 
the second parked vehicle and came to a stop, is approximately 804 
feet. See Exhibit F, Page 27. 


As the suspect's vehicle came to a stop, Deputy Duran was thrown forward, onto the 
floorboard of the passenger side. Suspect Terpstra kept his grip on the firearm, and the 
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struggle continued. Deputy [having followed the suspect's vehicle, parked his patrol 

vehicle behind the suspect's vehicle, offsetting it slightly to the west. Deputy J 
approached the suspect's vehicle and opened the driver's side door. Deputy Al 
sprayed the suspect with Oleoresin Capsicum, but the suspect continued his assault. 

Deputy [began striking the suspect's face with his fists, and the suspect began 

swinging his fists at Deputy Ml 


Deputy [retrieved his expandable baton and struck the suspect several times. The 
force caused the suspect to cease his assault, and provided Deputy [an opportunity 
to pull the suspect out of the vehicle. Deputy AM pushed the suspect down to the 
ground on his stomach. He then attempted to handcuff the suspect, but the suspect rolled 
himself onto his back and began swinging his fists. Deputy| truck the suspect's face 
several more times with his fists. He then sprayed the suspect a second time with 
Oleoresin Capsicum. With the aid of Deputy Duran, who had exited the suspect's vehicle, 
the deputies were able to handcuff the suspect. 


Officers from the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) then arrived, as well as 
paramedics. Suspect Terpstra was transported to Northridge Hospital Medical Center in 
Northridge, where he was treated for his injuries. The suspect was given an “Okay to 
book,” and booked at the East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station. 


IAB Note: During the incident, Deputy [land Deputy Duran requested, via 
radio, that officers from LAPD respond. They did this due to the fact 
that they were in LAPD’s jurisdiction, and assistance from sheriff's 
units would have an extended time to arrive. Suspect Terpstra was 
booked for an assault on Deputy Sheriffs. An Incident Report was 
initiated as well as Supplemental Reports by assisting field deputies 
and investigating detectives. Copies of the reports are included in this 
case book. See Exhibits A, B, and C. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Steven Vaughan was notified, and along with Sergeants 
Carlos Flores and Eric Strong, responded to the incident location to conduct an 
administrative review of the incident. The following review is based on written 
documentation, interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical staff.

Suspect Terpstra sustained facial contusions, facial lacerations, nasal bone fracture, 
blunt abdominal trauma, a left elbow contusion, a left shoulder contusion, contusions to 
his right rear shoulder area, contusions to his right triceps area, and abrasions. He was 
transported to and treated at the Northridge Hospital Medical Center, in Northridge. 


IAB Note: Suspect Terpstra was treated by Doctor Andrea Gonzales, who 
was interviewed by Transit Services Bureau Sergeant Jaroslaw 
Robocinski a Sergeant Robocinski documented his 
contact with the doctor on a Supplemental Report. See Exhibit C, 
Page 12. Doctor Gonzales stated that the suspect's injuries were 
consistent with having been struck with fists, and a hard object, like 
a muzzle of a firearm. She also stated that his injuries were 
consistent with having been struck with a baton. Photographs of 
Suspect Terpstra’s injuries were taken and are included in this 
case book. See Exhibit H. Toxicology screening tests indicate that 
Suspect Terpstra had Amphetamines and Marijuana in his system 
at the time of the incident. See Exhibit H. 


DEPUTY PERSONNEL: 


Deputy Duran said that his body was “sore” after the incident, and he sustained some 
scratches on his left arm. However, he was not treated for any injuries. 


Deputy sustained lacerations to the knuckle area of his right hand. He also 
sustained pain and swelling to his right wrist. He was transported to and treated at the 
Northridge Hospital Medical Center in Northridge.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


The incident began on Woodley Avenue, just north of Nordhoff Street. The area is a 
residential area with mostly single family homes. Woodley Avenue is a north south 
street with raised curbs on both sides, and sidewalks. Woodley Avenue has two lanes 
for south and north bound traffic. The street also provides parking on both the east and 
west side. Several vehicles were parked on the street at the time of the incident. 


Investigators observed a black and white Sheriffs Department vehicle, Number 
SD6553, in front of Woodley Avenue, parked on the street, facing north. They 
also observed a black and white Sheriff's Department vehicle, Number SD6558, parked 
in front of {NE facing north. Investigators observed a red Chrysler 
and yellow Nissan truck also parked in front a facing north. There was 
damage to both vehicles, and it appeared that the red Chrysler had struck the yellow 
Nissan. The red Chrysler also had extensive damage on the right side. The red 
Chrysler was identified as Suspect Terpstra’s vehicle. Investigators observed that the 
suspect's vehicle had a bullet hole on the interior roof which went through the roof’s 
exterior. Investigators saw what appeared to be a firearm between the driver's seat and 
the center console. 


IAB Note: What appeared to be a firearm was later identified as a pellet gun.

Investigators observed a white Ford pickup truck parked in front of 

Avenue, facing north. The vehicle was parked approximately 75 feet behind the 
suspect's vehicle. The vehicle had damage on the left side, and the right front tire was 
up on the raised curb.

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REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Investigator reviewed the emergent radio traffic initiated by both 
Deputy Duran and Deputy J 


In the recording, Deputy I is heard requesting emergency clearance on the radio 
frequency (10-33). Deputy advises that an assault (“245") on a deputy has 
occurred on Woodley Avenue, north of Nordhoff, in the city of North Hills. Deputy 

requests that the Sheriff's Communications Center (SCC) Dispatcher notify the 
Los Angeles Police Department (“LAPD”). The SCC dispatcher then begins asking if 
any TSB units can respond in less than two minutes. 


The SCC Dispatcher is then heard requesting that the unit identify themselves. Deputy 
Duran is then heard identifying his unit (692H), and erroneously advises that they are at 

He requests that LAPD respond “Code Three.” Shouting can be 
heard in the background. 


Approximately two minutes after the initial emergency request, the SCC Dispatcher 
asks Deputy Duran if he is involved in a fight, at which time he affirms that he is. The 
SCC Dispatcher repeats the erroneous address, and Deputy Duran advises that they 
are on Woodley Avenue, north of Nordhoff Street. 


Approximately two and a half minutes after the initial emergency request, Deputy [I 
advises that an assault on a deputy has occurred, and that LAPD and paramedics 
should respond. He additionally advises that they are detaining the suspect, but 
paramedics should “stage” until a definite “Code four” is advised. vA O 
broadcasts an erroneous address, stating that they are at Deputy 
HE sounds “winded” as he broadcasts the information. An Aero Unit requests that 


they repeat their location, at which point Deputy Duran broadcasts the correct location, 
and phonetically spells “Woodley.” 


Deputy Duran advises that the situation is “Code four,” but asks that assisting units still 
respond “Code three.” A short time later he advises that the suspect is still resisting, 
and requests an estimated time of arrival for LAPD units. Approximately one minute 
later Deputy Duran advises that LAPD units have arrived. He then advises that the 
situation is “Code four.”

It was dark and clear when the incident occurred (0150 hours). There was ambient 
lighting from the street lights on Woodley Avenue.

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Involved Deputy Anthony Duran was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau 
Sergeants Carlos Flores and Scott Graham, on September 1, 2011, at 1044 hours. He 
was represented by Green and Shinee Attorney Helen Schwab. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. Deputy Duran stated that the report he submitted regarding 
the incident was truthful and complete. 


IAB Note: Deputy Duran’s Supplemental Report is included in this case book. 
See Exhibit B. 


Deputy Duran stated that upon Deputy I stopping the suspect's vehicle, he 
(Deputy Duran) walked to the passenger side door. He said that as he walked towards 
the suspect's vehicle, he observed a lot of movement from the suspect as he sat in the 
driver's seat. He said that he became concerned that the suspect was trying to hide 
some contraband or something else he didn’t want them to see. He said that as he 
reached the passenger side door he saw that the window was up, and the suspect was 
smoking a cigarette. He said that after approximately 30 seconds he opened the 
passenger side door in order to hear and see better. 
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Deputy Duran said he took a position between the door and the door jamb, leaning 
slightly into the vehicle. He said his left arm was partially inside the suspect's car. 
Deputy Duran said that by the time he opened the door, the suspect had turned off the 
vehicle’s engine. He said that the suspect avoided eye contact with Deputy [J and 
was not completely answering the questions Deputy was asking him. Deputy 
Duran said he then heard Deputy order the suspect to put out his cigarette. 


Deputy Duran said he saw the suspect move towards the center console, as if to put 
out the cigarette. He said the suspect then suddenly started the vehicle and took hold 
of his (Deputy Duran’s) left wrist. He said the suspect then accelerated the vehicle, 
causing it to move forward. He said the suspect did this very quickly, and caught him 
by surprise. Deputy Duran said he tried to pull his arm away but was unable to. He said 
he took two to three steps forward, and then jumped into the suspect’s vehicle. Deputy 
Duran said he felt he had no other choice but to jump in the car. He said that he feared 
he would be dragged by the suspect's vehicle, or that the vehicle would collide with 
parked vehicles, thus possibly crushing him. 


Deputy Duran said that when he jumped in the vehicle he landed in the passenger seat, 
on his knees facing the suspect. He said that the suspect continued depressing the 
gas pedal, causing the vehicle to continue forward. He said that he pointed his firearm 
at the suspect and told him to stop, and the suspect immediately grabbed the muzzle of 
the gun with both hands. He said that a struggle for his weapon then ensued. He said 
the suspect was pulling on the firearm, attempting to take it from him. Deputy Duran 
said he remembers holding his gun as hard as he could with his right hand. He said he 
was not certain, but believes he punched the suspect's face with his left hand. 


Deputy Duran said that fearing the suspect was going to take his firearm, and shoot him 
with it, he fired one round at the suspect. He said he believed he struck the suspect 
because he heard the suspect say “you shot me.” He said that even after firing the 
round, the suspect did not and would not release his grip on the firearm. Deputy Duran 
said the suspect also continued depressing the gas pedal, causing the vehicle to 
continue forward. He said that he pulled the trigger of the weapon several more times, 
but the firearm would not fire. He said he also became concerned that the vehicle, 
traveling erratically, would become involved in a “head on” collision with a vehicle 
traveling southbound. 


Deputy Duran said he then used all his “force and body,” and began striking the 
suspect's face with the muzzle of his firearm. He said the suspect still did not release 
his grip on the gun. Deputy Duran said he struck the suspect approximately three to 
five times. He said that as they struggled, he felt the suspect's vehicle strike a parked 
car. He said the vehicle continued and struck another parked vehicle, and then came 
to a stop. 
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Deputy Duran said the collision caused him to get thrown forward, onto the passenger 
side floorboard. He said the suspect leaned into the passenger side, and continued 
holding on to the muzzle of his firearm. He said that he heard Deputy lopen the 
driver's side door, and the suspect began fighting both him and Deputy He said 
that due to his position and the position of the suspect, he could not see what Deputy 

lwas doing. He said he smelled “pepper spray,” (Oleoresin Capsicum), but the 
suspect continued to struggle. Deputy Duran said he then saw the suspect being pulled 
out of the vehicle by Deputy He said he saw the suspect go down to the ground, 
and lie on his stomach. 


Deputy Duran said he then exited the suspect's vehicle and ran around the rear of the 
vehicle in order to assist Deputy J He said that as he ran around the rear of the 
suspect's vehicle, he saw that the suspect was now on his back, fighting Deputy li 
He said both the suspect and Deputy [ll were exchanging punches. Deputy Duran 
said he then saw Deputy spray the suspect with Oleoresin Capsicum. He said 
the suspect then turned back on to his stomach, and he (Deputy Duran) approached 
and put his knee on the suspect's back. Deputy Duran said the suspect resisted their 
efforts to handcuff him, but they were finally able to handcuff him. 


Deputy Duran said he and Deputy [had initiated emergency radio traffic during the 
incident, and both had requested LAPD to respond. He said that by the time the LAPD 
units arrived, the struggle with the suspect was over. He said that the duration of the 
incident, from the time they stopped the suspect to the time they handcuffed him, was 
approximately ten minutes. 


Deputy Duran said he did not see Deputy Mil utilize his baton during the incident. He 
said that after the incident, Deputy informed him that he used his baton on the 
suspect. Deputy Duran said he also counted the rounds in his weapon in order to be 
certain that he had fired a shot. He said he then also asked Deputy Plasencia #@y 
to count the rounds in his firearm. He said that as they inspected the gun, an empty 
casing was found. 


IAB Note: Deputy Plasencia documented his actions on a Supplemental 
Report. See Exhibit C, Page 13. 


Deputy Duran said that his body was “sore” after the incident, and he sustained some 
scratches on his left arm. However, he was not treated for any injuries.

He was 
represented by Green and Shinee Attorney Helen Schwab. The interview was digitally 
audio recorded. Deputy stated that the report he submitted regarding the incident 
was an accurate account of what transpired. However he acknowledged that it lacked 
detail. 


IAB Note: Deputy BE Supplemental Report is included in this case book. 
See Exhibit B. 


Deputy I stated that he and Deputy Duran were traveling in tandem, to the 
Chatsworth Station. He said that while traveling on Nordhoff Street, he observed the 
suspect's vehicle. Deputy stated that he stopped the suspect's vehicle on 
Woodley Avenue due to no front plates or turn signal. He said that upon stopping the 
vehicle, he approached the drivers side of the vehicle and made contact with the 
suspect. He said he saw Deputy Duran approach the vehicle's passenger side. 


Deputy [said that as he approached the vehicle, he noticed “bulky items” in the 
rear seat portion of the car. He said that the “bulky items’ caught his attention due to 
the fact that contraband or weapons could be hidden within the items. Deputy 

said he began talking to the suspect, who appeared to be very nervous. He said the 
suspect also began moving his hands within the interior of the car, which also caused 
him (Deputy [J some concern. Deputy A said that he first directed the suspect 
to turn off the vehicle’s engine, and the suspect complied. Deputy said he then 
twice asked the suspect if he had anything illegal inside the vehicle, and the suspect 
would not answer. Deputy [lfsaid that based on the suspect's demeanor, he 
believed that he was in possession of something illegal. 


Deputy I said he asked the suspect for his driver's license, but the suspect again 
did not answer. He said that Deputy Duran then opened the passenger side door of the 
suspect's vehicle. He said, however, that he was unable to see Deputy Duran’s exact 
position in relation to the vehicle. Deputy [said the suspect was smoking a 
cigarette and he directed him to put it out. He said that as the suspect put out the 
cigarette, he (Deputy |) opened the driver's side door, and positioned himself 
between the door and the door jam. He said his intent was to direct the suspect to exit 
the vehicle so that he could positively identify him. 


Deputy IE said the suspect then suddenly and very quickly restarted the vehicle's 
engine, and shifted the vehicle to “drive.” He said the suspect then grabbed Deputy 
Duran’s left arm and accelerated the vehicle. He said that he immediately observed that 
Deputy Duran had been pulled into the passenger seat of the suspect's vehicle. He 
said he then initiated emergency radio traffic, entered his patrol vehicle, and followed 
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the suspect. Deputy I said he did not hear a shot, nor did he see any muzzle 
flash. He said he was not aware that Deputy Duran fired his weapon until after the 
incident was over. 


Deputy [I said that as he followed the suspect's vehicle northbound on Woodley 
Avenue, he could see that the suspect and Deputy Duran were involved in a struggle. 
Deputy [said the suspect's vehicle was traveling at approximately 40 miles an 
hour, in an “uncontrollable” fashion. He said that based on his observations, he 
believed that the suspect was not steering the vehicle as it continued forward. 

Deputy [stated that as the suspect's vehicle continued north, it collided with a 
white truck parked against the east curb. He said the suspect's vehicle continued north 
until it collided with another parked car. Deputy said the suspect's vehicle did not 
appear to brake prior to hitting the second parked car. He said that the suspect's 
vehicle then came to a stop. 


Deputy EE said that he did not broadcast that he was following the suspect’s vehicle 
because his initial emergency broadcast had not been repeated by the SCC dispatcher. 
He said that as the SCC dispatcher was broadcasting his initial information, he focused 
on the suspect's vehicle, and what was occurring. 


Deputy IE said that when the suspect's vehicle stopped, he approached and 
opened the driver's side door. He said he saw the suspect and Deputy Duran still 
engaged in a struggle. He said he saw the suspect punching at Deputy Duran, as 
Deputy Duran defended himself. Deputy said he was not aware that the suspect 
and Deputy Duran had been struggling for control of Deputy Duran’s firearm. 


Deputy I said the suspect then began punching at him as well. He said he then 
sprayed the suspect with Oleoresin Capsicum, but it did not have any effect, as he 
continued punching. Deputy I said he then began punching the suspect in the 
face, utilizing both fists. He said that his punches were not effective either, as the 
suspect continued fighting with them. 


Deputy [stated that he retrieved his expendable baton, and struck the suspect 
several times in the upper torso. He said that he struck the suspect by holding the 
baton with his right hand, and swinging from his left shoulder towards his right hip. He 
said he struck the suspect approximately five to seven times. He said the force was 
effective, as the suspect stopped punching. 


IAB Note: Deputy baton is an expandable metal baton, approximately 
10 inches long in the closed position, and 26 inches in the open 
position. A photograph of Deputy [baton is included in this 
case book. See Exhibit F, Page 22. Deputy llstated that 
when he struck the suspect, he (suspect) was moving his body 
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towards him and Deputy Duran. He said it was quite possible that 
the suspect was facing him during some of the baton strikes; thus 
causing the injuries to the suspect’s right shoulder blade area. 
Deputy Mas adamant that he utilized his baton only while the 
suspect was inside the vehicle. 


Deputy I said that when the suspect stopped punching, he (Deputy BEN 
collapsed his baton and put it back in the holder. He said he then pulled the suspect 
out of the car by taking hold of the suspect's left arm with both hands. He said that due 
to the suspect's size, and the position he (suspect) was in (driver's seat), it took a lot of 
effort to pull him out. He said that he then pushed the suspect onto the ground, on his 
stomach. He said he then prepared to handcuff the suspect, but the suspect rolled 
over onto his back. He said the suspect then again began punching at him. Deputy 
HB said he then punched the suspect several times in the face. He said that he was 
then able to turn the suspect back over onto his stomach. He said that Deputy Duran 
then came to assist and placed his knee on the suspect's back. 


Deputy [I said they then tried to handcuff the suspect, but he resisted their efforts 
by tightening his arms and clenching his fists. He said he then sprayed the suspect 
again with his Oleoresin Capsicum. He said that they were then able to handcuff the 
suspect. He said that by the time the first LAPD Unit arrived, the struggle with the 
suspect was over. He said the entire incident lasted approximately six minutes. 


Deputy [I said he sustained lacerations to the knuckle area of his right hand. He 
also sustained pain and swelling to his right wrist. He said he was transported to, and 
treated at, Northridge Hospital Medical Center in Northridge.

CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


The area encompassing the crime scene (9100/9200 Block of Woodley Avenue) was 
canvassed for any potential witnesses. The area was canvassed by field deputies from 
the Transit Services Bureau, as well as Transit Services Bureau detectives. 


The vast majority of the people contacted stated that they were asleep at the time of the 
incident, and did not hear or see anything. Some stated they heard a loud noise, but did 
not actually witness the shooting or had any knowledge of the circumstances 
surrounding the incident. Four individuals stated that they witnessed a portion of the 
incident, after the suspect's vehicle collided with a parked vehicle and came to a stop. 
The names of the residents contacted, and a summary of their interviews, are included 
on Supplemental Reports.

He was interviewed by Detective Fank Richter on the morning of the incident. 
The interview was conducted at Witness residence and was partially 
digitally audio recorded. 


IAB Note: Hereafter, Witness I wil! be referred to as Witness 


Witness stated that at approximately 0200 hours, he heard what sounded like 
two crashes. He said he looked outside through his bedroom window and saw the 
suspect's vehicle, which appeared to have smoke emitting from it. He said he saw one 
deputy standing on the passenger side of the vehicle, and another deputy on the 
driver’s side. He said the deputy on the driver's side was striking the suspect, who was 
sitting inside the car. He said it appeared that the suspect was leaning over to the 
passenger side, as if reaching for something. 


Witness IE stated that E Witness EE toc him that the deputy 
was striking the suspect too much, and that she was going to go outside. Witness 

said that when he looked out again, the suspect was outside the car, on the 
ground. He said it appeared that the deputy was still striking him, but he could not see 
the suspect, because he was on the ground on the other side of the vehicle. 


IAB Note: Detective Richter summarized his interview with Witness in 
a Supplemental Report. A copy of that report is included in this 
case book.

Witness HB wes interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores 
and Scott Graham on August 30, 2011, at approximately 1138 hours. The interview 
was conducted at Witness i residence, and was digitally audio recorded. 
Witness J gave the same account of the incident that he gave Detective Richter, 
but he was asked to be more detailed in his description. 


Witness IEEE said he and his were awake in their home when he heard what 
sounded like two crashing sounds. He said he then walked to his bedroom window and 
looked outside. He said he saw the suspect sitting inside his vehicle and a deputy 
standing on each side of the car. He said that both doors of the suspect's vehicle were 
opened. Witness [said he could not describe what the suspect or deputies 
looked like. He said he could hear multiple people yelling, but could not clearly hear 
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what was being said. He said his bedroom window was closed. 


Witness I said he saw the deputy on the driver's side striking the suspect with a 
baton. He said it appeared that the suspect was leaning towards the front passenger 
side of the vehicle. He said it appeared to him that the suspect was either reaching for 
something, or getting away from the deputy. Witness il sai he did not see the 
suspect strike the deputy. Witness said that from his vantage point it appeared 
that the deputy was striking the suspect in the legs or lower abdomen. He said the 
deputy was swinging the baton in an overhead type fashion, utilizing his right hand. He 
said he saw the deputy hit the suspect approximately five times. 


Witness said he then became involved in a conversation with his ll witness 

which took his attention away from the deputies and suspect. He 
said that when he looked back outside, the suspect was no longer in the car. He said 
he does not know how the suspect had exited the vehicle. Witness [EE said he 
believes the suspect was lying on the ground, and he saw one deputy standing over 
him. He said he could only see the deputy’s upper body, due to the suspect’s vehicle 
obstructing his view. Witness EE said he saw the deputy swing his baton two more 
times, but is unsure if he actually struck the suspect. He said he could no longer see 
the deputy that had been on the passenger side. 


Witness {EE said that he then saw other officers arrive, but the physical 
confrontation was already over by that time. He said he could then hear the suspect 
shouting that he could not breathe. Witness said he remembers thinking that if 
the suspect could not breath, he would not be able to shout so loud. Witness aa 
said the entire incident lasted no more than five minutes.

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Witness AAs tated that at exactly 0200 hours she heard a loud crash outside. She 
said she looked out her bedroom window and saw a deputy on the roadway. She said 
the deputy was close to a vehicle and appeared to be striking someone who was 
seated inside. She said she became concerned about the person inside the vehicle and 
she walked outside to take a closer look. 


Witness EEE said she stood in front of her residence on the roadway. She said she 
saw that the suspect was now lying on the ground, facing her. She said the suspect 
was handcuffed, and shouting that he could not breathe, and was having a seizure. 
She said she saw the deputy strike the suspect one time with his baton, as the suspect 
lay on the ground. Witness A sai she began to “shake” and felt bad for the 
suspect. She then went back inside her home. Witness Said that additional 
officers arrived after she went back inside her home.

Witness Bave the same account of the incident that she gave Detective Richter, 
but was asked to be more detailed in her description. 


IAB Note: oe interviewed shortly after her M 


Witness had been interviewed. Prior to her interview 
Witness dvised the Internal Affairs Investigators that he 
has had two or three negative contacts with the police in the past. 
He said that due to those experiences, his wife has a dislike for 
police officers. 


Witness said that at approximately 0200 she heard a loud crash. She said she 
looked outside and saw the suspect sitting in his vehicle, and a deputy standing next to 
him. She said that the deputy was striking the suspect with a baton. She said she 
believes the deputy was swinging the baton with his left hand, but could not remember 
in what fashion he was swinging it. She said she did not see another deputy at that 
time. 


Witness HB stated that she saw the deputy strike the suspect approximately six 
times. She said it appeared that the deputy was striking the suspect in the upper torso. 
Witness IEEE said she then went to her front door and exited her home. She said 
she went outside in the hopes of stopping the deputy’s force against the suspect. 
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Witness I said she walked to the front of her home and stood in front of her 
vehicle which was parked against the east curb. She said that she did not look over to 
see what was occurring as she walked to her vehicle. 


Witness 2 said that when she again looked towards the deputy and suspect, she 
saw the deputy take the suspect out of the car, and put him on the ground. She said 
she then saw the deputy continue hitting the suspect. When asked how the deputy took 
the suspect out of the car, she stated that she could not remember if the deputy 

rabbed the suspect, or the suspect threw himself down on the ground. Witness 
ae changed her statement and stated that when she arrived on the street the 
suspect was already out of the vehicle, lying on the ground. 


Witness EE said that she saw the deputy strike the suspect with the baton, as the 
suspect lay on the ground. She said she does not remember if the deputy was holding 
the baton with one hand or two. She also stated that the deputy was standing over the 
suspect, striking him in the back. She said she saw the suspect moving his body from 
side to side, as he lay on the ground. Witness Said she did not see any other 
deputy at that time. She said she does not recall how many times the deputy struck the 
suspect. She said that it appeared the deputy was trying to handcuff the suspect, but 
she did not know if the suspect was eventually handcuffed. She said that from her 
vantage point she could not see the suspect's feet. 


IAB Note: During her interview with Detective Richter, Witness] said 
she saw that the suspect was handcuffed when the deputy struck 
him. During her interview with Internal Affairs Investigators, she 
stated that she did not know if the suspect was handcuffed, and 
never saw the handcuffs on the suspect. She additionally stated 
that it appeared that the deputy was attempting to handcuff the 
suspect. Witness [stated that she could not remember 
several aspects of the incident. 


Witness ME a ic that she became frightened, and then walked back inside her 
home. She said she last saw the suspect, lying on the street, and the deputy standing 
over him. She said the deputy was no longer striking the suspect. She said she heard 
the suspect shouting that he could not breathe, and was having a seizure. Witness 
-ic “| just felt bad for the bad guy, | did not know what was going on.” 


Witness [IM stated that the lighting on the street was good, but she could not 
describe what the deputies or suspect looked like. She stated that the suspect 
appeared to be a big guy, and the deputies were wearing black or blue uniforms. She 
stated that, to the best of her recollection, she saw the deputy strike the suspect six 
times while he was inside the vehicle, and three to four times outside the vehicle. 
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IAB Note: On the morning of the incident, a photograph was taken from the 
front of Witness [EE vehicle which was parked in front of her 
residence. The photograph was taken facing south towards the 
crime scene. During her interview with Internal Affairs Bureau 
Investigators, Witness [EE confirmed that the photograph 
depicted her vantage point when she stood outside and saw the 
incident.

interviewed by TSB Detective Michael Shaw on the morning of the incident. The 
interview was conducted at Witness [EM residence, and was digitally audio 
recorded. 


IAB Note: Hereafter, Witness UU! be referred to as Witness 


Witness IEEE—stated that he was asleep when he heard a loud noise. He said he 
looked out his bedroom window and saw a deputy approach a vehicle and tell the 
suspect, “get out of there.” He said he saw the deputy grab the suspect and hit the 
suspect with a baton. He said it was dark and he could not see how the deputy was 
grabbing the suspect or what part of the suspect’s body was getting hit. He said he saw 
the deputy swinging the baton, but the deputy was standing by the vehicle’s door, thus 


partially blocking his view. He said he then heard the suspect say, “l'm coming out.” 
Witness Msa he then woke up his I Witness MAI 


Witness [J said the deputy struck the suspect approximately 40 times with the 
baton. He said that afterwards, the suspect was “just laying on the ground.” Witness 
HM said he could not see when the deputy handcuffed the suspect, and reiterated 
that it was “too dark.” Witness B aic he saw only one deputy. He said that 
approximately five minutes after he started watching the incident, additional officers and 
paramedics arrived. He said that the responding police cars and fire truck blocked his 
view and he could no longer see what was happening. Witness BE said he 
witnessed more of the incident than hisi and it took her about 10 minutes to wake 
up and look outside.

Witness EE stated that his woke him up, and told him that the police were 
beating someone up. He said he looked out his window, and saw a deputy beating a 
suspect. He said he was not sure if the suspect was inside the vehicle or outside. He 
said he believed the deputies “yanked” him out of the car, but he did not see when that 
occurred. When asked if the deputies were using a baton, Witness HE stated, 
“That's what it looked like, it was dark and | was half asleep.” He later stated, “That's 
what my isai.” 


Witness [IE stated that he could not see if the deputies were actually striking the 
suspect because it was too dark. When asked if he could describe the deputies’ 
motions (punching, swinging), Witness said it appeared that they were trying to 
grab the suspect. When asked if the suspect was struggling, Witness ‘tco, “| 
could not tell, it was too far.” Witness sci the struggle lasted approximately five 
minutes or less. 


Witness [said his window was closed. He said he could not remember if he 
heard the deputies or suspect say anything. He said he did not remember if additional 
officers or ambulance arrived. Witness Wete that he is almost “totally blind” in 
one eye due to a detached retina that he had operated on. He said he uses glasses, 
but did not have his glasses on at the time of the incident. He said he was also “half 
asleep.”

Detective Michael Shaw on the morning of the incident. The interview was conducted 
at Witness [I residence, and was digitally audio recorded. 
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IAB Note: When Detective Shaw initially went to Witness EZ home, 

Witness Zi nswered the door. Detective Shaw asked her if 
anybody in the home had seen the incident, and she stated that 
nor MN had witnessed it. She did not tell the detective that 
she had witnessed the incident. Hereafter, win! 
be referred to as Witness 


Witness IEEE stated that she was asleep when she was awakened by Witness 

She said she then went to his room, and looked out the window. She said that 
she saw the suspect sitting on the street, and the deputy was striking him with a baton. 
She said the deputy “poked” the suspect's upper body approximately fifteen times with 
the baton. Detective Shaw asked her if she saw the deputy strike the suspect's head, 
and she stated, “I would say, but it was dark.” 


Witness [said she first saw the suspect sitting on the ground as he got struck. 
She said she heard the suspect say, “Please, please, l'II tell you what you want.” She 
said the suspect then laid on the ground, on his back. She said she then heard the 
deputy say, “Don't lie to me.” Witness [said she saw two deputies, but only one 
was “beating” the suspect. She said the “beating” took approximately 10 to 15 minutes. 
She said her view was never blocked by the arriving officers or paramedics. 


IAB Note: Detective Shaw summarized his interview with Witness | D a 
Supplemental Report. A copy of that report is included in this case 
book. See Exhibit C, Page 38. A Compact Disc, containing the 
recording of that interview is also included. See Exhibit H. 


Witness IEEE was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores 
and Scott Graham on August 30, 2011, at approximately 1115 hours. The interview 
was conducted at Witness [EE residence, and was digitally audio recorded. 


IAB Note: When the IAB sergeants initially contacted Witness [she 
appeared agitated, and was reluctant to speak to them. She 
advised them that she was just leaving and did not have any time 
to give any statement. Approximately 15 minutes later she exited 
her home and stated that though she needed to leave she would 
grant them a quick interview. 


Witness Bls aid she was asleep and was awakened by her {EE who called 
out to her. She said her EM told her, “The police are beating the shit out of a 
man.” She said she went to her room, and looked out the window. She said 
she saw a man sitting handcuffed on the street, and a deputy hitting him with a baton. 
She said she was not certain it was a baton, but it appeared the deputy had something 
in his hand. She said whatever was in the deputy’s hand appeared to be a foot and a 
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half long. Witness later stated that she was not certain that the suspect was 
handcuffed, and never actually saw the handcuffs. She said it appeared that the 
suspect's hands were behind his back, and he was moving back and forth. 


Witness IEEE said it appeared the deputy was striking the suspect in the upper body. 
She described that the deputy was swinging the baton in an over the head manner and 
in a poking manner. She said she saw two deputies, but only one was using force, 
while the other stood and watched. Witness said the incident lasted 
approximately 10-15 minutes. She said that the window was open and she could hear 
the suspect saying, “Please, please, I'll tell you whatever you want to know.” She said 
she also heard the deputy say, “Don't lie to me.” 


Witness EE said she could not describe what the deputies looked like. She said 
she does not remember what the lighting was like, but it was bright enough for her to 
see. She said that 10 to 15 other officers arrived, as well as an ambulance. She said 
her view was never obstructed. 


SWORN WITNESSES 


During the incident, both Deputy Duran and Deputy fii requested, via radio, that 
officers from the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) respond. That was done due 
to the fact that both deputies were aware that they were in LAPD’s jurisdiction, and 
knew that their response would be quicker than Sheriff's Department personnel. 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores contacted and interviewed two of the 
officers, one of which (Witness Sergeant was the first to arrive on scene. 


i a Sergeant, Los Angeles Police Department 


Witness a sergeant with the Los Angeles Police Department, and is assigned 
to the Hollywood Division. On July 23, 2011, witness assigned to the 
Devonshire Division. Witness was telephonically interviewed by Internal Affairs 
Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores on October 4, 2011, at 0843 hours. The interview was 
digitally audio recorded. 


Witness {ifstated that on July 23, 2011, he was working a regular patrol unit in the 
Devonshire Division area. He said that an “officer help” call was broadcasted on their 
radio, stating that deputy sheriffs were requesting assistance. Witness Ms tatea 
that he responded, and arrived via traveling north on Woodley Avenue. He said that 
upon his arrival he was informed by an LAPD sergeant = who had already 
arrived, that the deputies might have been involved in a shooting. He said he was 
directed to block traffic at the intersection of Woodley Avenue and Nordhoff Street. 


witness that he did not see the deputies involved, nor did he see the 
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suspect. He said he did observe several vehicles parked on the street that appeared to 
have been involved in a traffic collision. 


HE A Sergeant, Los Angeles Police Department 


Witness Hl: a sergeant with the Los Angeles Police Department, and is assigned 
to the Devonshire Division. He was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Carlos Flores on October 10, 2011, at 1703 hours. The interview was conducted at the 
Devonshire Division, and was digitally audio recorded. Witness Ewas 
represented by Sergeant HEE aso assigned to the Devonshire 
Division. 


IAB Note: Witness al: currently on leave due to a work related injury. 
He responded to Devonshire Division in order to complete the 
interview with Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Carlos Flores. 


Witness i stated that on July 23, 2011, he was working a field supervisor patrol 

unit in the Devonshire Division area. He said that an “officer help” call was broadcasted 

on their radio, stating that deputy sheriffs were in need of assistance. Witness 

stated that he responded, and arrived via traveling south on Woodley Avenue. Witness 
stated that he was the first unit to arrive on scene. 


Witness HER tated that upon his arrival, he saw a vehicle which appeared to have 
collided with a parked vehicle. He said he also observed a black and white patrol unit 
parked behind the vehicle that had collided. He said he saw two deputy sheriffs holding 
a suspect down on the ground, in front of the patrol unit. He said it appeared that the 
deputies were in the process of handcuffing the suspect. 


Witness EEE ‘ated that he exited his patrol vehicle and began walking towards the 
deputies. He said that by the time he approached the deputies, the suspect had 
already been handcuffed. Witness sisted that the deputies appeared to have 
been involved in a struggle with the suspect, as they appeared “winded.” He said he 
told the deputies to stand on the sidewalk, and “take a deep breath.” Witness 

stated that he then asked the deputies if they were injured, at which point one deputy 
told him that he had discharged his weapon. 


Witness | stated that as other LAPD units began to arrive, he directed his 
officers two cordon off the area, and block both the south and north traffic. He said he 
also directed an officer to watch the suspect, pending the arrival of paramedics. 
Witness EE said he asked the deputy where he had discharged his weapon, and in 
what direction. He said he advised the deputy that he needed that information in order 
to ascertain if any of the area residents had been injured. Witness SAk aid that the 
deputy told him that the weapon had been discharged from within the suspect's vehicle. 
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He said he then observed that the suspect's vehicle had a bullet hole on the roof. 


Witness [stated that he did not ask the deputies any additional questions, nor 
did they make any statements about what had occurred. He said that both deputies’ 
demeanor was very professional. Witness | stated that he did not witness any 
force used, and was not aware of what type of force had been used on the suspect. He 
said that when he arrived he did not see a baton or a firearm in either of the deputies’ 
hands. 


Witness JJ stated that within approximately five minutes of his arrival, paramedics 
arrived and treated the suspect. He said that throughout his time at the scene, the 
suspect was not hostile towards them, and appeared lethargic. He said it appeared 
that the suspect was bleeding from an injury to his head. 


Witness stated that he remained at the scene until sheriff's units began to 
arrive. He said that when he observed a sheriff's sergeant arrive on scene, he and his 
officers left the scene and continued their duties. 


SUSPECT’S STATEMENTS 


Suspect Terpstra was interviewed by Transit Services Bureau Detectives Kyle Ynclan 
and Michael Shaw, on July 23, 2011, at 1150 hours. The interview was conducted at 
the East Los Angeles Sheriff's Station, and was digitally audio recorded. Suspect 
Terpstra agreed to speak with the detectives without an attorney present. 


Suspect Terpstra stated that on the indicated date and time he was driving his vehicle 
in North Hills, looking for a hotel to spend the night. He said he was then stopped by 
two deputy sheriffs. He said that one of the deputies contacted him on the driver's side, 
and the other deputy opened the passenger side door. Suspect Terpstra said that the 
deputy on the driver's side told him to turn off the car. He stated that in order to turn off 
the vehicle, he had to press the brake and turn off the ignition. He said that his foot 
slipped and he stepped on the gas pedal, causing the car to lung forward. 


IAB Note: During his interview Suspect Terpstra gave several different 
accounts as to how his vehicle lunged forward and subsequently 
traveled north on Woodley Avenue. When challenged by the 
detectives to explain the contradictions in his explanations, the 
suspect became verbally hostile. 


Suspect Terpstra stated that when the vehicle lunged forward he apologized to the 
deputies, but the deputy on the passenger side jumped in the car and began hitting 
him. He said the deputy began hitting his face with his fists. Suspect Terpstra said he 
then accidentally pressed the gas pedal, causing the vehicle to continue going forward. 
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Suspect Terpstra said that as the vehicle moved forward he heard a gunshot, and he 
then saw the deputy pointing a gun at him. He said he could not understand why the 
deputy drew his weapon, but fearing he was going to be shot he grabbed the deputy’s 
gun with both hands. 


Suspect Terpstra said that as the vehicle continued traveling, he kept his grip on the 
deputy’s gun. He said that the deputy continuously hit his face, utilizing his fist. He 
said his vehicle struck a parked car, and then struck another parked car. He said his 
vehicle then came to a stop. He said when the vehicle stopped, the deputy continued 
hitting him with his fists, and then sprayed him with “Pepper spray.” He said the other 
deputy then opened his driver's side door and began hitting him with his baton. He said 
he unfastened his seatbelt and fell to the ground on his stomach. 


Suspect Terpstra said the deputies continued hitting him in the back of the head, but 
was not certain with what. He said he felt he got hit with fists and baton, and sprayed 
again with “Pepper spray.” He said the deputies finally handcuffed him, but then 
stepped on his head and sprayed him again with “Pepper spray.” Suspect Terpstra 
admitted to using Methamphetamine within the 24 hours prior to his arrest. 


IAB Note: Toxicology screening tests indicate that Suspect Terpstra had 
Amphetamines and Marijuana in his system at the time of the 
incident. See Exhibit H. Transit Services Bureau detectives 
summarized their interview with Suspect Terpstra in their 
Supplemental Report. See Exhibit C, Page 22. A Compact Disc, 
containing the audio recording of Suspect Terpstra’s interview is 
also included in this case book. See Exhibit K. 


On August 19, 2011, at 1000 hours, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Carlos Flores 
and Scott Graham responded to the Men’s Central Jail, in order to conduct a follow up 
interview with Suspect Terpstra. Suspect Terpstra advised Sergeant Flores that on the 
advise of his attorney, he would not give any statement. Suspect Terpstra was advised 
that the purpose of the interview was solely administrative, but he again refused to 
answer questions. Suspect Terpstra’s refusal was digitally audio recorded. 
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
